It is not entirely new as an Englih infect, having been deferibed by 
Ray, but this is the only inftance within our recollection, fince the time 
of that writer, in which any naturalift is faid to have meet with it in 
‘our country. In Germany, and feveral others parts of Europe it iy 


not very unfrequent. 


The fpecimen difcovered by us is of the male fex, and is that re. 
prefented in the upper part of the annexed plate. ‘The lower figure 
is of the female kind, which we have ventured to add, though taken 
from an exotic fpecimen in order to illuftrate the hiftory of this curi+ 
ous infeét, the two fexes of which differ fo materially that they might 
readily be miftaken for diftinét fpecies. 


It rarely occurs to obfervation in the larva ftate: by fome it is fup- 
pofed to feed on the afh, while others aflirm that its natural food is the 
plaintain.

The Caterpillar of this fingular Infect is very common in May; it 
is of a green colour, with a white ftripe down the back, and 0 one on 
each fide; it cafts its {kin feveral times.

as before defcribed, became fuddenly {potted with black as fhewn in

It feeds on grafs, nettles, &c. near the fides of ditches, and is found 
{porting in the evening, when in the fly ftate among the grafs and 


herbage. 


The Caterpillar becomes a Pupa about the beginning of June.—It 
affixes itfelf by the tail to a flalk of grafs in the fame manner as ‘thofe 
of the Butterfly genus, and like them is often found with the head 
fufpended downwards; it can by a fudden {pring turn itfclf upright 


again. 


Jn a little book entitled the AuRetiaN’s Pocker Companions 
by Mofes Harris, we find this {pecies defcribed, and called the White 
Plumed, but the Linnzan fpecified Name Didactyla is added:—And 
under the Linnzan name PentadaCtyla (our prefent fpecimen) he has 
defcribed the Brown plumed *.—Tiie fame confufion is extended to 
his folio.work the Auretian. In Pilate r. he has figured the White 
plumed underthe fpecific name Dida“tyla, and in Plate 30, the Brown 
plume, under Pentadactyla. Linnzus has comprifed all thofe Lepi- 
dopterous Infects whofe wings ‘appear to confit of feveral diftin® 
feathers, conne€ted only at the fhafts, under the fubdivifion Aluda, 
but Fabricius has given them the new name PreropHorus, and 
added the name Alucitz to a fmall divifion of the Tinea, as Phal. 
Chriftyloftella,' &c..of Linn. ‘ 


The Phal. Pentadattyla appears in the perfect flate about the latter 
end of. June, fometimes- earlier.

Among an almoft endlefs variety of fpecies, which the tribes of 
Infects prefent, few have a more fingular appearance than the little 
creature we have feleCted for our prefent fubje&t. It is perhaps 
one of the moft curious pieces of natural mechanifm (if we may be 
allowed the expreffion) that can be conceived, for of a moft com- 
plicated fabric which the wings appear, every part, though feparate, 
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acts in perfect unifon with the reft; in moi winged Infects we find 
the tendons of each wing united by {trong membranaceous webs, 
which prevent any one from aéting without the others, but in this 
every tendon muft perform a diftinét part, and. yet perfectly in 
conformity with the reft to affift the Infect in its flight. When the 
Infect refts the feathers fold over one another; but when it flies, 
they are thrown open, and refemble a full expanded fan.

The plumes of this Infe@ differs fo much from thofe of other Moths, 
that we have alfo added, at Fig. 3, the appearance of the upper part af 
one, as feen by a very deep lens of the Microfcope ; by this the ftem 
or quil is obferved covered with fcales of the form ufually found on 
other Moths, but the fides are finely feathered with long hairs, in 
tufts, alternately of a light and dark colour, and which, owing ta, 
the minutenefs of the Infect appear like patches of an uniform 
colour, before it is examined with the Microfcope. 


This Infe& is not uncommon in Summer, it flies about hedges 
zn the evening.

Pha. Semi-argente ella is without exception one of the moft brilliant 
little moths we have; the natural fize is fcarcely fufficient to difplay 
its fuperior elegance, but when examined by the microfcope, imagi-, 
nation cannot paint a more refplendent object, for we inftantly difcover 
a mot wonderful Combination of all the varied fhades of molten filver 
and burnithed, gold; its fuperior wings are entirely adorned with plates 
which exhibit in one view the appearance of thofe coftly metals, but 
vary with every direction of light 5 ‘that which appears ¢ cold in one point .

We have copied the name Pruniella, from that celebrated work of 
Clerk, faid to be executed under the immediate infpeCtion of Linnaeus 
himfelf: He has figured it in the 11th Plate, Fig. 4.

The Larva of this rare and elegant Infect is wholly unknown to 

ColleGtors of Britifh Infe& The Moths were formerly taken at 
the Chalk-pits, near Charlton, in Kent, but either the brood has been 
deftroyed, or the feafons fo unfavourable, that few, if any, have been 
feen for feveral years. The Moth comes forth in May, and, like 
other fpecies of the fame tribe, fly very low, and always fettle on 
the blades of grafs, with their Wings fclded, {o that Colleétors can 


readily diftinguifh them from other Moths.

Linnzus gave this little Moth the {pecific name Bergmanniana, in 
honour of Prof. Bergmann, a naturalift of diftinguifhed eminence. 
It isa very pretty Infe&t; but, when magnified, its appearance is 
truly fuperb, the ground colour which is bright yellow, fhewing 
the orange markings to great advantage, and the metallic {plendour 
of the burnifhed filver appearing like raifed work above the ftripes — 
or bands of dark brown that crofs the upper wings. 


We have found this Moth at Highgate. The Caterpillars are 
yellow, with a flreak of green down the back ; but the green dif- 
appears before the laft fkin, in which they are of a pale yellow, 
without any marks whatever. They feed on white thorn.

This is exceedingly rare. The upper wings are very curious, 
being entirely covered with tufts of feathers, of various fizes, fome 
brownifh, others inclining to white, but moft of them are green, 
which is the ground colour of the wings.

entomological writers, as Fabricius only has defcribed the Moth.

Linnzus, and after him Fabricius, refers to the works of De 
Geer and Merian for figures of this Infect, neither of which are in 
our opinion fufficient authorities ; that of De Geer is in particular 
miferable, and fo far from leading to afcertain the f{pecies, may 
miflead us as to the identity of its geneta. Sdme years fince, this 
Infeét was deemed a nondefctipt by Englifh colleGtors, and named 
in compliment to a much refpetted Aurelian Beckwithiana; but 
agreeing as it does in all refpects with the Linnzan Cynofbana, we mult 
unavoidably reject that name, though generally adopted, and affign it 
that by which Linnzus had previoufly diftinguithed it.

Linneus confidered the two fpecies of Ermine Moths, Padella 
and Evonymella, fufficiently charaéterifed by the number of black 
{pots on the fuperior wings. ‘To the firft he afligns twenty, and 
to the latter fifty on each wing. 

Thofe who have attended particularly to thofe fpecies are aware, 
that the number of {pots are by no means conftant, and may have 
frequently obferved even more {pots on one wing than the other in 
the fame individual, as occurs in the fpecimen we have figured. This 
has occafioned fome confufion between the two fpecies, and we es 
prefled fome doubts refpefting them in the defcription of one of the 
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earlieft plates in this work. Since that time we have had more op- 
portunities of afcertaining the two kinds, and have no hefita'ion in 
admitting them as two {pecies. Not that the variation in the number 
of {pots will allow us to admit the definition of Linnzus uncondi- 
tionally. It may be faid that thofe on the P. Padella are about 
twenty, and thofe on the P. Evonymella fometimes amount to fifty 
or more, and the colour of the fuperior wings is lighter in the 
latterthanthe former, 

In admitting this, the name Evonymella adopted in the ninth plate, 
muft be changed to Padella: and the Infe&t before us be confidered 
as the true Evonymella

thick and the bark covered with mofs, &c. and very feldom among 
young trees. In the Caterpillar ftate it lives concealed in a 
fine filky web, fpun up on the leaves. When it is difturbed it drops 
by a fingle thread from one branch to another, the glutinous fubftance 
of the thread adhering wherever it touches, fo that if it is damaged 
in any part the Infect is in no danger of falling, unlefs the laft’ faft- 
ening breaks off. The Caterpillar changes to the pupa ftate early in 
June: the firft appearance of the Moth is commonly about the end 


of the fame month. 


In England we have another {mall Moth (Phalena Chlorana) 
which at firft fight may be miftaken for Phalana Viridana. It differs 
from this Infect in feveral refpects ; the under Wings are whiter, and 
the ftripe along the anterior margin of the upper Wings incline more 
toa cream colour than in our prefent {pecies; the Caterpillar alfo is 
very different and feeds on the Willow. 
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
